Discussed tomorrow's hearing regarding 


the St. George allegations with Jim Woolsey, General Counsel, 
^S^rvme^Cojmnittee, who said that he had just discussed the matter with 
Chairman Stuart Symington and it was planned that St. George would be 
called to testify at 10:00 a. m. in executive session and then would be 
excused and asked to stand by while the Committee held a private session. 
Actually the Committee will then have an Agency witness testify without 
St. George's knowledge, after which Chairman Symington plans to make 
an immediate statement to the press summarizing the evidence and his 
conclusions, hopefully thus undercutting any press statement that St. George 
may wish to make. Woolsey said Symington wanted no more than two 
witnesses, and he repeated that Symington's main interest centered on: 

a. Testimony based on statements by all Agency watch 
officers on duty on 17 June 1972. 

b. Full details regarding any Agency contacts 


Woolsey added that since St. George had referred to the "young watch 
officer" the Committee will want the ages of each watch officer involved. 

I told Woolsey for his private information that Ambassador Helms 
was returning Friday, 24 November, at the request of the Special Prosecutor. 
Woolsey said he already had an inkling of this.
